ho country before the title crushed him. 
s it that tho rank overpowers the pop- 
ilar imagination till men cease to see 
ho person — a thing which constantly 
lappons in tho case of kings — or is it 
hat men can uuver forget the special 
ank by merging it in the simpler and 
more familiar titlo of "lord?" 


No peer except a dnko is invariably 


mentioned by tho title which marks hie 
grade. \Vo have not an idea of the true 
xplanation, but wo know that apolit- 
oal oarl who accepted n dukedom wonld 
ose heavily in popular estimation, and 
hat even a marquis like Lord Salis- 
ury, who wonld alter his rank so lit- 
le, would find that the coronet of 
trawberry leaves noted, to a certain 
xtent, as an extinguisher, while if his 
on never entered the house of commons 
e would have to struggle against some 
noxplioable weight.

Berkshire nnd other iiogsof high degroo 
do not rancli rosemhlotba angnlar, ra- 
zor backed hog conimou throughout the 
south. Tho countenance of the '.veil 
bred, .well cared far speoies is chuliby 
and contented looking, tho oars nnmll, 
the suont inclined to turn up rather 
than down. His lesi fortunato cousin 
has a long, narrow face, immense, flop- 
ping oars that hang disconsolately over 
his eyes, and an elongated, pointed 
suont that seems providentially former] 
to aid his earthy explorations, "Root, 
hog, or tlio, " is a common Baying in 
tho country of •which this hog is a na- 
tive, and the swiue seem to realize tho 
situation. They have long legs and al- 
ways run with their snonts oloso to the 
ground, convenient for unearthing any- 
thing eatable which may come iu their 
way. 
They diligently root tip the prom- 


ising morsel of food and gulp it down, 
•without stopping to enjoy it, and run 
on apparently faster than over, grunt- 
ing as they go, in search of something 
more— some favorite ncorn or juicy bit 
of grass or berry root, upon whoh they 
largely depend for subsistence. 


Naturally the vast amount of imper- 


ative exercise they take ranging through 
the woods effectually prevents their tak- 
ing on much superfluous flesh, and tho 
hair oil their narrow backs is as rough 
and coarse as that of the well bred liog 
is smooth and glossy. The majority of 
them are of n dingy white color, per 
haps spotted with black, and when a

Inquiry as to when the pris- 
oners had last had water given them 
elicited no response from the shy little 
"shote minders." After some inquiry 
and explanation that the pigs would 
like water the boy consented to go to 
tuo house, some distance off, for n buck- 
et, after bringing which the children 
went to the spring, iu a little hollow in 
tho woods behind tho pen, and procured 
water for the thirsty creatures. It is 
needless to say that they drank it with 
avidity. This pen was in an open field, 
with not a single bit of shade near. It 
Isad belonged to an humble establish- 
ment, tlio house and bam of which had 
been moved to some other tract of laud, 
and tho owner of tho hogs had utilized 
tho pen just where it was, the distance 
from his dwelling, which was pleuti- 
fnlly supplied with well water, render 
ing it most inconvenient to attend to 
tho wants of the animals. 


Tho pen could easily havo boon moved, 


as tho fence around it was made of j 
movable rails placed zigzag fashion on 
purpose that it might bo changed from 
place to place, but evidently the com- 
fort of the "shotes" was not regarded as 
of much importance. Later, a small, 
slim figure, irm scant, homespun dress, 
faded and torn, suddenly emerged from 
a narrow path which opened upon the 
road, and n childish voice said timidly, 
"Do yon want some headache blossom, 


i ma'am?" a little black hand holding 
out a bunch of delicate pink flowers, 
with perfume mora powerful than sweet. 
The acceptance of this offering seemed 
to thaw ont her reserve, and the little 
girl volunteered the information that 
she and Yankee, her brother, "aimed 
to dash water to do hog ebery ebenin." 


In the days of the old regime tha 


crops were all fenced in, and tho hogs, 
ondcattloas well, were allowed to roam 
at will through the fastnesses of the 
swamps and timbered tracts. 
Often- 


times the animals were not seen for 
months. When the time drew near for 
hog killing, parties were made np to 
"drive" the swamp and capture the 
half wild creatures, as It was desired to 
fatten .them in pens before killing. It 
was not infrequently tho case that the 
swine became quite ferocious, having 
been left ao long at large, and tho hunt- 
ers found themselves in tho midst of a 
"wild boar" hunt in earnest, which 
they hugely enjoyed. Most of the farm- 
ers of the southern states now leave their 
crops nnfencod, and the stock has to be 
pastured or looked aftor, which practice 
has put an end to such pursuits. — New 
York Tribune.
